NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 

This  series,  the  most  extensive  of  the  American  paper  money,  was 
issued  from  1863  to  1929  by  thousands  of  banks,  in  many  denomina- 
tions and  in  three  Charter  Periods. 

Collectors  have  planned  their  collections  either  by  obtaining  the 
various  different  denominations  and  types,  by  collecting  state  or 
city  of  issuing  banks,  by  Treasury  signature  combinations. 

Each  bank  had  its  own  charter  number  and  it  appears  on  all  notes 
issued  after  1875.  Charters  were  granted  for  20  years  and  were  re- 
newable for  a similar  period.

(These  errors  only  remind  us  of  how  few  mistakes  are  made  at  the  Bureau 
of  Printing  and  Engraving,  considering  the  volume  of  output) .

National  Bank  Notes

Of  the 
Brown  Backs,  there  are  eighteen  5.00,  fourteen  $10.00,  twelve  $20.00  notes. 
There  are  additionally  twenty-six  $5.00,  twelve  $10.00,  and  four  $20.00 
notes  of  the  later  issues.  The  total  face  value  is  almost  $1000.00,  $996.00 
to  be  exact  but  a collection  of  this  kind  is  worth  a very  handsome  price. 
Represented  are  the  big  names  of  world  finance,  Morgan,  Stillman,  Van- 
derlip,  etc. — and  the  BIG  banks,  Chase  National,  First  National,  Chemi- 
cal, Irving,  Merchants,  National  City,  Chatham-Phenix,  Hanover  and 
many  others — and  the  SMALLER  banks,  Melrose,  Public,  Seward,  Lib- 
erty, Bronx — and  the  OLD  banks,  Mercantile,  Central,  Continental,  Mar- 
ket, Importers  and  Traders,  Bowery,  Nassau. 

Here  is  a history  of  New  York  Banking  and  Finance  in  a collection  of 
old  bank  notes  which  took  many  years  to  assemble.  Includes  rare  signature 
combination,  rare  bank  issues.  Most  of  the  notes  are  very  fine,  some  fine, 
some  uncirculated.  A conservative  estimate  for  this  collection- — and  it  may 
go  considerably  higher — is  $6000.00

Very  fine  pair. 

1228 —  SHEET  OF  CSA  paper.  The  North  captured  this  paper  when  a Con- 
federate ship  tried  to  run  the  blockade  during  the  Civil  War.  The  North 
used  the  paper,  among  other  things,  to  print  the  Fractional  Currency.  The 
paper  is  clearly  water-marked  CSA  for  Confederate  States  of  America. 

1229—  FOURTH  ISSUE— 50  Cents,  F1379.  Original  packet  of  20  notes  with 
original  printed  band  inscribed  TEN  DOLLARS.  Crisp,  uncirculated  and 
rare.  The  catalogue  value  of  the  50  notes  is  $250.00  but,  again,  one  seldom 
finds  an  original  packet  such  as  this. 

1230—  FIFTH  ISSUE  — 10  Cents  F1266.  Original  packet  of  50  notes  with 
original  printed  band  inscribed  FIVE  DOLLARS.  Crisp,  uncirculated  and 
rare.  The  catalogue  value  of  the  50  notes  is  $250.00  but,  again,  one  seldom 
finds  an  original  packet  such  as  this.
